Continuation of 2: New claim 68 comprises new limitations concerning the regulatory 
sequence that necessitate a new search (e.g. "the regulatory sequence comprises from about 
nucleotide -42 to about -37 relative to the start site of transcription of +1 of the IL-4 promoter"). 
In addition, the portion of the specification cited by applicants' response as providing support for 
new claim 68 does not do so. Therefore, new claim 68 also raises the issue of NEW MATTER 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 1 st paragraph. 

Continuation of 5: Applicants' arguments or request for reconsideration does NOT place the 
application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are primarily directed to the 
proposed amendment and are, thus, moot due to the fact the amendment has not been entered. 
To the extent that previous arguments are restated concerning the issues of written description 
and enablement for the broad family of maf family proteins and MARE elements (even though 
the proposed new claims are limited to c-maf 7 v-maf and IL-4 MARE response elements), the 
previous rebuttal arguments and grounds of rejection made by the examiner are incorporated 
herein by reference.
